Not knowing that it is causing a deal of 
speculation, a tiny mite of humanity laughs' 
and gurgles and clasps its bands in a ward 
of tha Methodist Deaconess Orphanage' at 
Lake Bluff, despite the fact that it was 
found on a door step in that village Satur- 
day morning, after having been cast adrift 
by its unknown nnd heartless parents. 
Two days old was the mite when it was 
found on the door step of expressman 
Moon, two blocks east of the depot. Fol- 
lowing is the story o> told by Mrs, . Moon: 

"At half after eleven Friday night I 
heard a rap at the front door. I went 
down and asked who was there, but re- 
ceived no answer, Then I sent Mr. Moon 
out to look under the front window and 
other places and he came back end said 
that no one was there. Everything wat 
quiet, Mr mother got up nt 5:30 Satur- 
day morning and went out to see if she 
could find traces of anything.

In the box 
were clothes for the infant, and looking 
closer we found a note pinned to the baby's 
dress, 

Here eke showed the note: "Mrs. Moon, 
take this baby and' bring It up as your 
own, though it's no kin to this family; 
Here's ten dollars for the bnby and I hope 
God will bless you in so doing." There 
was no signature and the writing was like 
that of a child, evidently disguised, "The 
baby was blue with cold. Mr. Moon at 
Once removed it to the orphanage." . 

It Is the " ordinary very red* baby, two 
days old but quiet. It looks as though it 
were pnrtly colored or Indian and is tiny 
even for Its ago. 

Said the matron: "It is not over two 
days old and may have been .drugged with 
some narcotic to make it sleep so well." ' 

Said Marshal Pearce: "Yes, Mr, Moon 
found the infant and It Is nt the orphan* 
nge. I nm working on the case nnd expect 
to find tho parents before long." 

What may have led the unhappy mother, 
to leave her child with the Moons .is the 
fact that Mr. Moon is of colored descent.

The Negotiations, are to bo Held ou 

Government Soil— NaYy Building 

Place of Meeting 

President Roosevelt has arranged to have 
the Russian and Japanese peace plenipo- 
tentiaries meet In the Portsmouth, N, H.;_ 
navy yard after they had mad/ a' free : 
selection of that place. This is actually 
"putting them on an island," which is 
under the control of the naval forces of .the 
United States. No one can enter upon 
this island or leave It without the consent 
of the United States, and in this way the 
high contracting parties to peace in the 
far East may conduct their deliberations 
without fear of espionage or interruption,' 

Another important announcement indi- 
cates that the plenipotentiaries will not 
even hold their preliminary meeting in 
Washington. Tbey will assemble in New 
1'ork and proceed to Oyster Buy, where 
ihey will meet the President, being re- 
ceived nnd entertained, by him before en- 
tering upon their deliberations. Tbey are 
to be conveyed from New York to Oyster 
Bay on two protected cruisers of the Cleve- 
land type. Tho plenipotentiaries will pro- 
reed direct from Ojster Bay to Portsmouth 
on the yacht Mayflower nnd. the dispatch 
boat Dolphin, the parties being. kept sep- 
arate, as in the case of" the journey from 
New York to Oyster Bay. 

There are two contingencies in which 
the-plenipotentiaries may be in ; Washing- 
ton at till* while in this country. It may 
be that their .conferences will be bo pro- 
longed that the President will have re- 
turned to the national capital by that time, 
when tbey would come to take leave of bint 
there, nnd 
to have the 

Washington," in which event the pleni- 
potentiaries would hold their final. sessions 
at the capital . The general expectation Is' 
that the peace treaty will not "be signed 
until October. 

Mr, Pierce, assistant secretary of state, 
will Have cbarge.of the entertainment of 
the distinguished guests of the United 
States*. 

Portsmouth has all the advantage of a 
cool and bracing northern climate, and it 
seemed absolutely essential that the United 
States should exercise direct authority over 
the placo of meeting, The Portsmouth 
navy yard can be reached only by a ferry 
from tha city and by a bridge running 
from Kittery, Me., 'and, of course, is con- 
trolled by the United States navy. 

The building which will be set aside) is 
the general store or equipment -building 
at the navy yard, which has just been com- 
pleted. It Is a fine four story structure 
and ib fire proof. The rooms will, be fitted 
up under the supervision of assistant sec- 
retory Peiree, acting with the navy officials 
It is expected that the envoys will live at 
hotels in 'or near Portsmouth, or if tbey do 
not desire to live, at hotels they can be 
niade very comfortable oa board the' May 
flower and Dolphin which wilt be constant- 
ly at their disposal. 

Not only Is Baron De Rosen going to 
Oyster Bay to be.preaented to the Presi- 
dent but it is expected the Japanese minis- 
ter will also journey to Oyster Bay some 
day this week, In this way many. of the 
necessary formalities of the conference will

Five, thousand persons witnessed 
hljTatactllng act of horoism. 

At the time be leaped Canfield and Mrs, 
Stafford,' .who nlso is on aeronaut, were in 
the balloon over a most thickly populated 

tot Lynn, Mass, The balloon was leak- 
badly, and their combined weight was 
dragging It down, slowly at first, then rap- 
idly. Canfield saw that the only way to 
eaye the woman would he for him to cnt 
loose in bis parachute. 
:.;!Aftern word of cnutjon, telling Mrs. 
Stafford to remain with' the balloon hntil 
it passed over the meadows n mile, away, 
Canfield cut the rope' and plunged straight 
down. The balloon, which had been in 
danger of turning -upside down, immedi- 
ately righted itself when relieved of the 
man's weight and lifted the woman beyond 
danger. 

Canfield came through the nir liken shot 
for fiffy feet or more, then suddenly the 
wind, caught the parachute and it flew 
open. ' But the breeze wns too strong. He 
had' leaped, intending to land on a spot 
where there were not a great many bouses. 
The wind swept him out of his course, how- 
it^may also be deemed nj^dient^e^.a ml. he. jWas. thrown violently ngainst 

Meanwhile the spectators, knowing that 
it bad been the plan for the man nnd 
woman to leap farther out, when the bal- 
loon reached the meadow*, had watched 
Canfield struggling up in the air;. with 
tense attention.. When he dropped they 
ran on, nnd when he struck the house,' fall- 
ing insensible in the yard, he received im- 
mediate attention. ■ /f \ 
■; The force of hi« fall bad' smashed the 
wooden gutter of the bouse nnd otherwise 
damaged it. Persons in the house lifted 
him up and an ambulance was sent for. ' 

On the way be revived and later he en- 
ntirely" recovered from the shock. V'ls she 
safe" was his first question. Then he was 
told that Mrs, Stafford bad remained with 
the balloon until it passed, over the mead- 
ows where she cut loose. She landed safely 
and Vent back to Lynn in a carriage, 

Mrs. Stafford is the wife of Eugene „*L* 
Stafford who was himself an aeronaut. 
Recently they have not been living to- 
gether. 

. Before the ascent Canfield and Mrs. 
Stafford saw that the balloon leaked and 
sewed it up, In the air the strain on it 
was so great however that the strands 
parted and*, allowed the gas to escape. 
This was what ted Canfield to leap.

Tho gate shown In tho accompany- 
ing Hlustrntlon Is Teconimendtd by a 
correspondent of the Monlrenl Fam- 
ily Herald. The gato Is Intended for 
Inside locations, upon n farm instead 
of bars or swinging gates which nro 
troublesome and apt to get out of or- 
der. The correspondent 1ms six of 
thoBo gates on bin much, nnd expects 
soon to put In as many more. It "will 
bo noticed that the gnto Is not hung 
on hinges. It constats simply of n 
hurdle which stands betwocn two 
strong posts set so that the gate easily 
passes back between them. Tho sec- 
ond bar of the gntc rests on a cleat 
A, shown In tho Illustration; This 
clent consists of inch lumber, four 
Inches wide and 12 or 14 luebes long. 
The gate will slide easily If the top of 
the cleat Is grensed, As the gate Is 
closed It Blips between the two posts, 
which prevent It from being pushed 
cither way. 
Polnta In favor of this gnto over 
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those in ordinary use aro as follows: 
It Is cheaply and' ctisHy made; It Is 
not liable to get out of order; quickly 
nnd easily operated; requires only or- 
dinary fence posts, no hinges, or latch, 
and It locks automatically. 



TEETH ON GRINDSTONE, 



It lacreaaes the Sapidity of the Cat- 
tine Operation, 

Many Improvements have been made 
In recent years In the grindstone until 
the labor of the tedious operation of 
using it is reduced to a minimum, re- 
lates a writer In the Philadelphia Itco 
ortl. The Introduction of electricity Is 
mainly responsible for tho change of 
the general appearance of the stone, 
as the use of the current has permitted 
the adoption of n number of conveni- 
ences which were not hitherto to bo 
thought of. It Is no common thing to 
see the grindstone nnd emery wheel 
almost entirely Inclosed' In a casing 
with an electric motor concealed and 
protected in the case. Means arc pro- 
vided "for tho application of the neces- 
sary oil nnd water ns desired nnd the 
cost of lite operation of tho wheels is 
greatly reduced by reason of the fact 
that It Is such a simple mutter to 
throw It In and out of operation that 
It Is maintained la motion only when 
In actual use. 

Another Improvement which Iran 
been recently Introduced Is the making 
of the grinding wheel with teeth. 
These teeth take the form of Inclined 
corrugations on the periphery of the 
stone. 

In grinding the corrugations afford 
"relief nnd, being inclined, a shearing 
action U combined with tlmt of grind- 
ing. Toe corrugations are formed on 
the wheel by a patented tool, which 
inny be used without any special fix- 
ture, requires no unusual skill nnd 
does not necessitate removing of the 
wheel, being . handled -very much ni 
though It were an orilina<ry emery 
wheel dresser. 

Tho effect of the corrugating is 
claimed to be very marked. Numerous 
tests hnye been made, with n great va- 
riety of wheels before ami after being 
corrugated. These have been used' to 
grind many ".different materials under 
various conditions and tho results bnvo 
shown that the corrugated wheel 
grinds more rapidly, with much leas 
heating and with .a greatly reduced 
tendency, to glaze.

This Year's Wlieat Crop. 

Another bumper wheat crop is In 
prospect. Estimates by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on grain In tho 
field Indicate a total yield of winter 
wheat of over 411,000,000 bushels 
against 401,085,887 In 1003 and 325,- 
374,503 In 1004; a gain of 10,314,113 
bushels over 1003 and 85,225,407 bush- 
els over 1001. Tho estimate on spring 
wheat Is 348,000,000 bushels, but there 
are good reasons for believing that 
the yield will be from 10,000,000 to 
15,000,000 bushels greater than the 
present estimate. Howtvcr, the com- 
parison, accepting the estimate as 
correct, Is Interesting, showing an ex- 
cess for 100.1 over the yield of 1004 and 
less than 1003, as follows: Estlmate 
of yield of spring wheat, 1005, 34S,- 
000,000 bushels, against 355,183,050 In 
1003 and 270,000,056 bushels In 1001, 
about 7,000,000 bushels less than the 
yield of 1003 nnd 08,303,344 more than 
Inst year. According to the ofQclal es- 
, 1 1 mate, the total wheat crop of the 
Unlttd States this yenr will be 070,- 
000,000 bushels. Unless serious, dam- 
age comes 'to spring wheat during Its 
ripening, tho total wheat yield of tho 
United States will be about 118,000.000 
greater than In 1004 and 33,000,000 In 
excess of 1003.— Epltoinlst,

I used It on my corn Held, put> 
ting It hi tho hill with the corn-plant- 
er; this was on black Bandy loam, I 
had a good crop of corn, but as my 
sol) was In good coudltion I was un- 
able to say how much benefit tho for-

This yenr I used Ave tons. This 
fertilizer came from a different pack- 
ing company from tho first lot, but 
was supposed to bo the same as to Its 
chemical value. We used 1,000 pounds 
to acre, mainly, ns In the flret year; 
■till wo planted strips through our 
fields with 200 pounds per acre, nnd 
lu the same Held we left strips with- 
out any fertilizer. Tho first, two 
months we thought we could sea a 
little advantage In favor of tho com 
that had the fertilizer, but later on, 
and nt husking time, wo were unnbie 
to sco that the use of tho fertilizer 
was of benefit to us,— F. G. Frteman,

Every day after that point the 
farmer Is losing money nud losing the 
tlmo he is putting ot tho care of the 
animal.

Marketing Fotato Crops. 

In line with tho classic case of thi 
oyster shippers, Cited by President 
Uadley of Yale University In his book 
on luilroad Transportation, Is the case 
of the Aroostook potato growers 
brought by President Tut tie of tho 
Boiton and -Maine nt II road before the 
Henato committee on Interstate com- 
merce. Nothing could better hIiqw bow 
n railroad works for the interest of tho 
locnlltles which It serves. 

A main dependence of the'farmers of 
tho Aroostook region Is the potato 
crop, aggregating annually eight to ten 
million bushels, which find a market 
largely In Boston and the adjacent 
thickly settled regions of New linglniid. 
Tho competition of cheap water trans- 
portation from Maine to nil points 
along tho Now Kngland coast keeps 
railroad freight rates on these potatoes 
always at a very low level. 

Potatoes are also u considerable out- 
put of the truck farms of Michigan, 
their normal market being obtained In 
nnd through Detroit and Chicago and 
other communities of that region. 

Not many years ago' favoring sun 
and rains brought a tremendous yield 
of potatoes: from the Michigan fields. 
At normnl rates nnd prices there would 
have been a glut of the ctistotnnry mar- 
ket* nnd tho po In toes would have rotted 
on tho farms. To help the potato grow- 
ers the railroads from Mlchlgnn niiulo 
unpreccdentedly low rates on potatoes 
to every reachable market, even carry- 
ing them In largo quantities to a place 
so remote as noston. Tlie Aroostook 
growers had to reduce the. price on 
their potatoes and even then could not 
dispose of them unless tho Boiton and 
Mnlne railroad reduced Us already low 
rate, which It did. By menns of these 
low rates, making possible low prices, 
the potato crops of both Michigan and 
Maine were finally marketed, Every- 
body eats potatoes, and that year ev- 
erybody had all tho potatoes he 
wanted. 

While the Mlchlgnn railroads made 
rates that would have been ruinous to 
tho railroad*, had they been applied 
to the movement of all potatoes at all 
times, to nil places, they helped their 
patrons to find markets then. The' 
Boston and Maine railroad Buffered a 
decreaso In Its revenue from potatoes, 
but It enabled the Aroostook farmers 
to market their crop nnd thcroby to 
obtain money which thoy spent for the 
varied supplies which tho railroads 
brought to them. If the making of 
rates were subject to governmental ad- 
justment such radical and prompt ac- 
tion could never have been taken, be- 
cause It Is well established that If a 
rata be once reduced by a railroad 
company It cannot be restored through 
the red tape of governmental proced- 
ure. If the Michigan railroads and 
tho Boston' and. Maine railroad bad 
been subjected to governmental limi- 
tation thoy. would have felt obliged to 
keep np their rates as do the rnllrcads 
of France and England nnd Germany 
under governmental limitation and Jet 
the potatoes rot— Exchange.

The bill providing for a Knnnns 
Stato oil re 11 11 or y was held unconsti- 
tutional by tho Supremo Court In

ion. The opinion 
wns .written by 
Justice Green. Tho 
establishment and 
operation of the re- 
finery la declared 
to be a work of 
Internal Improve- 
ment In which tbo 
State Is specifical- 
ly forbidden to en- 
gage by a section 
of Its constitution, 
Moreover, the court decide* It has 
the right to go behind the motive of 
the J/eglsInturo nud that tho establish- 
ment of a brunch penitentiary nt 
which oil Is to be red nod by convicts 
la clearly a subterfuge. 

Attention Is called to Gov. Koch's 
messngc signing tho bill providing for 
tho 'refinery, In which the refinery 
Js referred to exclusively n» such, nnd 
no reference Is made to establishing 
a penitentiary.

More Liven Lost In Celebrating It tliaa 
Aclilevlnj; Xudependance, 
It will come with something of a sur- 
prise to many persons to be told that 
more lives have been sacrificed- In cele- 
brating tho. Fourth of July than In gain- 
ing independence. The annual casualties 
In America from Independence day cele- 
brations exceed thosu of any battle of 
the revolution. Every yenr vast num- 
bers of persons, mostly children, are kill- 
ed or Injured for life lu an attempt to 
show their patriotism. 

Up to Wednesday. night statistics com- 
piled by tlto Chicago Trlbtmo showed 
that the -Fourth of July celebration this 
yenr had cost 50 persons their lives, 
while the number of persons who were in- 
jured aggregated 11,100. Every year the 
nation pays tribute in blood. because of 
an utterly irrational method of celebrat- 
ing tho Fourth of July. It la gratifying 
to observe, however, that la all the large 
cities there Is a reaction against the pres- 
ent senseless way of observing the Ite- 
publle's natal day. The time U not dis- 
tant, It appoars, when the law will be 
Invoked everywhere to secure a rational 
celebration. ■ In New York this year the 
Fourth of July observance actually began 
several days before the anniversary ar- 
rived, much to the .discomfort of real- 
dents. To have a week of "glorious 
Fourth" is a barbarity to which no com. 
muulty should submit. So great has be- 
comb this American "peril" that some of 
the best men In the country aro talcing 
radical measures to eradicate thu nui- 
sance. 

The exact tetnl of casualties, during 
the Revolutionary war Is not knowii, but 
from Joshes in individual encounters of 
which we liave figures It In found that 
the dead and Injured for 1003 far exceed 
the numbers who lost their lives in the 
battles of Bunker. Hill, Brandy wine nud 
Long Island. -Tho total of casualties in 
these three encounters was 3,340 killed 
and wounded. In 1003 COO persona died 
either ou July 4. or afterward from In- 
juries received — principally lockjaw. The 
total of Injuries all over the country was 
3 0S3. 
' Taking the years from 1800 to 1004, It 
Is found that 1,110 persons lost their 
lives and 16,000 wero Injured for life. 
Some of these people undoubtedly after- 
ward died from the effects of their In- 
juries, hut .of th oso no record has beeu 
taken. It is estimated that 300 persons' 
during this time" lost one or both eyes In 
the' celebration of the Fourth of July, 
and the number of those who lost a limb 
or both limbs was about -A}. 

Otto of the most dangerous of all 
clasnoa of .fireworks Is undoubtedly tho 
dynamite torpedo. In 1000 out of a total 
of .1,328 accidents almost -ouc-thlrd'were 
brought a bout, from the explosion of these 
deadly things. Many cities." have paused 
laws forbidding the sale of dynamite tor- 
pedoes, but lu sUite of this they nro still 
to bo bought In every largo city ou each 
recurring" F.oucth of July.

ENVOYS ARE NAMED. 

Kenlpottn tin rice Vented with F#*c« 
Voiron Appointed. 

Tho announcement miulo officially 
by President Roosevelt of the names 
of the plcnlpotentlarlM who will rep- 
resent Russia and .in pun in ttio peace, 
conference nt Washington carries with 
It tho -Information that tlio President 
has been completely successful In his 
diplomatic Insistence that tho repre- 
sentatives of both nations bo clothed 
with full power nml authority to act 
for their governments ami to conclude 
a lasting peace treaty. 

The representatives who will meet, 
authorized to bind tholr respective gov- 
ernments to the conditions ou which 
they ngrec, are: 

Russian — Ambassador Murnvloff, 
formerly Minister oC Justice and uow 
ninbassnilor to Italy, und Baron Ro- 
sen, recently appointed as ambassador 
to the United States to succeed Count 
Casslnl. 

Japanese — Baron Komura, Minister 
of Foreign Affair*, nnd Kogoro Uflka- 
lilrn, minister to the United States, 

The appointment of the plenipoten- 
tiaries was mutlb In the following 
statement Issued by Secretary Loeb 
by direction of tho President: 

Tho President announce* that the Rus- 
sian and Japanese governments have no- 
ticed hint that they have appointed the 
plenipotentiaries to meet here (Washing' 
tonl ns soon after the first of August an 
possible. The two Russian plenlpoten 
tiariea are Ambassador MuravlcCf, for 
nierly minister of Justice and now ninbas. 
sador at Rome, and Ambassador Rosen. 
The Japanese plenipotentiaries are Baron 
Komura, now minister of foreign affairs, 
and Minister Tuknhlra. 

It is possible that each side may send 
one or more additional representatives. 
The plenipotentiaries of both Russu and 
Japan will be Intrusted with full power 
to negotiate and conclude a treaty of 
peace, subject, of course, to ratification 
by their respective home governments. 

The clause referring to the trunca- 
tion of a treaty by tba home govern- 
ments Is not considered to detract la 
any degree from the power of the 
plenipotentiaries, who are vested 
with as full treaty authority as Is 
ever bestowed, an authority which Is 
eminently satisfactory to tho Presi- 
dent as well as to both parties to the 
conference. 

The Japanese government nnd ex- 
pressed Its Intention to vest Its repre- 
sentatives at the conference with 
treat}- powers, but Russia showed 
some reserve In the matter and the 
government at Toklo showed reluct- 
ance to bold conference with emissa- 
ries from Russia who hnd less power 
and who could undertake their work 
with the understanding that St Pe- 
tersburg was acting In all sincerity. 
The President concurred in this view. 
He maintained that only by clothing 
the envoys with ample authority to 
act. for tholr respective governments 
could a lasting pence be achieved. 

The President's announcement prac- 
tically concludes the preliminary ne- 
gotiations for peace. Minor details re-' 
main yet to be arranged, but the con* 
ference now seems to be assured.

JAPANESE SEIZE SAKHALIN. 



Quint Preatlaa In Peace Nccotletlona 
by Occupation of Jaland, 

One of the 'earliest rumors, following 
tho outbreak of the Mancburiau war was 
to the effect that the Japaucso had made 
a landing on tho Inland of Sakhalin. 
Thnt they could have taken the Island 
then or at any time later that suited 
them Is certain, for without first securing 
supremacy at sea Russia was at all 
times powerless to protect it. The fact 
that the Japanese have wntted till tho 
present time before even making so much 
aa a demonstration gives a most Interest- 
ing Illustration of tho dclihcrateness aud 
strict concern for purely military require* 
ments with which, they have prosocuted 
the struggle. 

The dispatches now tell us that a land- 
log has at last been made. The lauding 
of Japanese troops on the Island startled 
military circles in St. Petersburg, though 
it had been realised since the defeat of 
Admiral Rojestvensky that the Japanese 
were able to tako possession of tho Isl- 
and as soon as they thought fit. Tho 
Japanese licet covering the landing of 
troops consisted of two battleships, seven 
cruisers, three gunboats, thirty-six tor- 
pedo boats and ten transports loaded 
with troops. The Jnpane^e landed at 
the village of Mcree, betweeu Sheplvan 
and Knrsi.kov.ik. The commander of the 
Russinn detachment of troops at Korsa- 
kovsk ordered tho coast defense guns to 
be blown up and all the government 
buildings burned before retiring. 

Until 1875 Sakhalin was Japanese. 
Then Russia made a claim to It, and 
after some negotiations Japan yielded It 
np, receiving as partial compensation eer- 



MUTINEERS GIVE UP. 



Knlnz Polentklna Surrender* to Ro»- 
muhlnti Authorities. 

The big Russian battleship Knhu Po- 
tcutklne, which for ten days bad been the 
terror of the Black sea, surrendered to 
tho Roumanian government, tho muti- 
neers bavlng been promised that they 
should not be given up to ItuAla. All 
members of the crew, about 750 In num- 
ber, will be couveyed to such frofltler as 
they may select and set at liberty. Tho 
Dag of St. Andrew is onco more flying at 
the masthead of tho mutinous warship 
apd the little torpedo, boat which Joined 
her In rebellion. 

When the muttneers offered to surren- 
der as deserters the Roumanian author!* 
tics demanded the breech locks of the 
battleship's guns ns a pledge of goad 
faith. The mutineers offered to present 
the battleship to the Roumanian govern- 
ment, as they declare they ore anxious 
that alio should not be handed over to 
RushIs. They asked the Roumanian au- 
thorities to guarantee that tb^ey would 
furnish the sailors who surrendered with 
Roumanian passports and also to guaran- 
tee that they shall not be extradited to 
Russia. 

The Russian foreign office undoubted- 
ly will mnke the strongest representations 
against the mutineers being treated as 
simple deserters and demand their sur- 
render to answer not only for mutiny but 
also for the murder of their officer", the 
bombardment of Odessa and incitement 
to a revolution. ' 

The vainglorious proclamation Issund 
by the mutineers at Odessa' will also 
weigh heavily against them. Their crime 
is one which is considered to be the 



Cloaca Them to Foreign FIcht Itisf Blitpa 
In Retaliation oi Norwny. 

The Swedish government bas Issued 
a proclamation to all uatlons declaring 
the ports of Stockholm, Ksrtskroua, Go- 
thenburg and Fnrosund to be "war 
ports" and closing them to all foreign 
warships. The .proclamation goes into 
effect at once. The move Ib a precau- 
tion against a surprise from the NWwe- 
fiian nary while tho Swedish fleet Is 
away on its maneuvers. With tho ports 
closed to all except Swedish warships 
the forts will have authority to fire on 
any Norwegian warships attempting to 
tntcr on any prctoxt whatever. 

The closure also will enable the navy 
department in carry out, uuobserved by 
foreigu naval ottlcers, It* plan for the 
defutiric of Sweden's harbors In tho event 
of war with Norway. Popular feeling 
In Sweden against Norway Is growing 
more Intense. Those who a few weeks 
ago 5cnuted the war Men now admit tho 
possibility of a conflict. 

Stockholm, the capital of Sweden, Is 
defended by a series of forts which gunrd 
the torturous entrance to the harbor. 
Gothenburg, the chief commercial city of 
the kingdom, lies four mites up a river, 
Knrlskrona. situated on several Islands 
connected with the mainland by bridges 
nt the southeast corner of Sweden, is the 
Swedish naval baHc. Sweden has there 
one of tho finest navy yards In Europe 
nnd strongly defended. Farosuud, an 
Island port in tho Bailie, would be valu- 
able to Norway as a base for operations 
against the Swedish coast. 

The Norwegian army, made up of 
local militia organizations for defense 
purposes, numbers 00,000 men. Its Inde- 
pendent navy, heretofore employed ex- 
clusively- In coast defense work, Includes 
four Ironclads, four monitors, twenty 
gunboats and several torpedo boats. Tho 
council of defense In Norway does not 
fear war. but has put Its land forces 
quietly in condition for active service 
It has provided a new national Sag and 
made other changes in laws to cover new 
conditions.

Both Cook nnd 
Ma cH 1 1 oil are national bank examiners 
whose field of operations Is the State of 
Illinois outside of Chicago. Cook rv- 
Dortod that tho Spring Valley bank had 
closed its doors nud was Immediately In- 
fttrncted to assume clinrgn of the bank. 
The vice presMcut of the First National 
bank of Toluca not! lied Mr. Kane that 
that Institution would not open for busi- 
ness, and Examiner Mm.-Shi.ll wns ordered 
to become receiver for it. Acting Com p- 
trntler Knne stated that he did hot know 
how much money Devlin owed the banks 
or anything else about their financial 
conditions. Devlin Is president of both 
Institutions, however, nnd It would not 
surprise treasury officials If the affairs of 
the banks were found to be In bad tdiape.

Winter rve Is regis- 
tered at 05 per cent of n seasonable "av- 
erage. Meadows and pastures were In a 
bad way until the rcceut rains and the 
fruit prospects arc uot goed. 



WILL DRAIN 100,000 ACRES. 

Com tnUtticuer a at Sterling Let Bis; Con 1 
tract In Northern Illinois. 

Tho draluogo commissioners af the 
Whiteside and Henry County district 
have let a contract for the excavating of 
the biggest* drainage ditch .'In northern 
Illinois, which when completed will drain 
100.000 acres of land. The ditch Is fif- 
teen miles long, seven miles In Whiteside 
County nnd eight miles In' Henry -Coun- 
ty. The bottom of tbe ditch will vary 
from twenty to thirty feet' In width nnd 
the depth will not be .less than seven 
fcetl The average width of the top of 
the ditch will be forty feet and the water 
flowing through the ditch' will enter luto 
Green River lu Henry County.

Upward of300, 000,000 of Them Turned 
Out Yearly In TJiU Country. _ 
The Introduction of Improved ma- 
c lil ii ery in lis manufacture has made 
the American cooperage business tlio 
largest In tho world. There ure up- 
wnrU of TOO.000,000 barrels and circu- 
lar packages manufactured lu this 
country annually, and the demand In- 
creases so that thU output must be 
steadily broadened In order to keep 
pnee with the growth of the uual«c»a. 
The Inrgest consunipUon of barrels Is 
In the cement business, which approxi- 
mately demands 35,000,000 a year for 
the trade, while flour comes next, with 
a demand for 22,500,000; fence staples, 
bolts, nuts and nalW require 18,000,- 
000, and sugar 15,000,000. Roasted cor- 
fee, spices, crockery and frulta and 
vegetables use up about 5,000,000 bar- 
rels n year each, while the glassware 
trade, baking powder companies, dis- 
tilled liquor manufacturers and candy, 
tobacco and cheese packers are big 
users of bnrrelB, averaging in each 
trade from 2,000.000 to 3,000,000 bar- 
rels. The consumption of barrels for 
molasses, oil, lard and pork Is also 
enormous, while dry paint, glue, snufT, 
oatmeal, screws, castings nud geucral 
hardware articles annually Increase 
tho demand ou the cooperage supply. 

The demand for. barrels Is steadily 
increasing because modern machinery 
has made It possible to make them for 
tbe trade cheaper than almost any oth- 
er form of package. That it Is tho 
most convenient form of package has 
lone been acknowledged. Tbe ancient 
cooper's art was a skilled one, and the 
work of cutting out the' sthve-s and 
then assembling them required long 
practice and apprenticeship. ■ To-day 
machinery performs lu a fraction of 
the time what hand labor did so slowly 
and clumsily. 

A feature of bnrrel making lu thU 
country Is the grading of the circular 
packages so tbnt nil the lumber 
brought to tbe factories can 'be utilized. 
One class of barrels must be absolute- 
ly water tight, without n flow of any 
kind lit their staves. Barrels mntle 
for the oil, whfsky and paint trade must 
not- only be flawless, . but they must 
have a resistance power equal to a Int- 
end pressure of 500 pounds. In. order 
to secure this the stave must be put 
to a rigid test .be forehand, and they 
must be cured, so there wlU.bc no dan- 
ger of sbrlnknge nnd damage when put 
Into use. Lumber used for this work 
must: be carefully selected, mul It must 
be cured by nature's slow but sure pro- 
cess. Kiln dried lumber would never 
do. The. condition of kiln dried wood 
la such that it would, prove too brittle. 
The choicest oak, hickory, ash or 
other hard wood must be selected for 
barrels used for such purposes, and 
their cost Is consequently In proportion 
to the extra labor aud cost of the raw 
product. Out of every dozen trees In 
an ordinary woods only four or five 
will be found to pass tbe most rigid 
examination and test.

former commissioner of the general land 
olllce at Washington, nud Oeorgo Soren- 
son, a former J.'puty sheriff of Multono- 
mah county. w*re Indicted at the same, 
time. Ou tho HLine day President Roose- 
velt removed from ofllco John H. Hall, 
United States district attorney for Oro- 
KOn, Hall bad been prosecuting the land 
fraud causes and had been recommend* 
cd for reappointment by Senator Mitch- 
ell nnd Congressman Hermann, 

The first hint of the Pacific coast land 
frauds was received by accident. One of 
the conspirators thoughtlessly mado a dis- 
closure to a special ngent of the land 
oniee; A quiet Investigation wns began, 
and tho further the government officials 
went Into the matter the more amazed 
were they at the conditions revealed. 

A. gigantic conspiracy was discovered. 
Through the uttering of forged docu- 
ments and their fraudulent registration 
with tbe land officials hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of the public domain were 
passing Into the grasp of the conspira- 
tors. At tli nt time they had secured pat- ' 
ents for 40.000 acres, and had claims 
filed for ten times more. 

The frauds. It was early ascertained, 
were being perpetrated chiefly in Cali- 
fornia -oiui Oregon. The plnu of action 
was the same throughout. In California 
and Oregon tlio States held large tracts 
of school land within the areas selected 
for these timber reserves. Tho federal 
reserves overlapped the State properties. 
It was with these State, school lands that 
the conspirators juggled.. In California 
the law forbids one person to purchase 
more tbnn OMJ acres of this school land, 
and In Oregon the* limit Is tha same. 

This small maximum, however, was no 
bar to the conspirators. Dummies were 
freely employed, Titles of tracts of land 
were Issued to bootblacks, servants, la- 
borers, and any one who could bs made 
mho of. If the list ran out mythical per- 
sonalities were created and lands were 
Disced la their names.

Baulsa Troop* Blioot Down, Strikers 
In Rt. Feteraliursh 

Cossacks Gred on the Putlloff works 
strikers In St Petersburg Wednesday 
morning. The trouble was started by 
tho arrest of a youth who was entering 
the works. The policemen who took 
him into custody suspected tho young 
man of lioving dynamite In his posses- 
sion.

Tho soldiers charged,, 
using their whips and then fired a voU 
ley. causing several casualties among thO/ 
strikers. 

The Hussion battleship Knlax Potem- 
klne arrived at Theodosln, Russia, and 
asked for coal, provisions and medical 
attendance. The mutineers demanded 
that the authorities guarantee their safe- 
ty during the stay of the ship. Th'eo- 
dosla Is on the Crimean coast near the 
entrance to the Sea of Azov. 

Before the Knlaz Potemklne sailed 
from Kusten jl a delegation from the 
crew handed tho prefect a proclamation, 
addressed to the representatives of tho 
cowers In Ilouuiania, formally declaring 
war on all Russian vessels which refuBO 
to Join the mutineers. The proclamation 
■ays the Knlaz Potemklne will respect 
neutral territory and foreign shipping. 
The delegation requested that tho procla- 
mation be forwarded to the powers.

Newfoundland Declared a Paradise for 
the Sportsman, 

I*.F. Brown, the veteran angler and 
camper,' writes in The Country Culen* 
dar: 

"Brook trout and brown trout are 
not nppreciated in Newfoundland, be- 
ing far moro common than are the 
perch and sunflsh of tho states. Catch- 
ing them will soon surfeit the angler 
■who casts his flies from the shore ot 
almost any lake. Such catches are 
counted by the dozen— -one lot of sev- 
enty-two dozen being brought aboard 
the train at Harbor Grace. One dozen 
ten-Inch trout usually sell for 10 cents. 

"There are 687 named lakes on tho 
Island, and 30,000 known ones, with* 
out names. The Island has about 4,- 
000 miles of seacoast, including that 
of bays like Bonavlsta, Notre Dame, 
Fortune, St, Mary's Bonne, St. George, 
Placentin and Bay of Islands. From 
ono to six streams of clear green wa- 
ter empty Into each of these bays. 
Every stream that reaches salt water 
Is a salmon stream, Back from all 
that coast are other and easily reached 
streams that have not even a tradition 
of a fishnet, rod or hook and lakes 
never mapped where one may camp 
and add to the fare wild geese and 
ducks, willow grouse, whose plumage 
turns white In winter; ptarmigan, plo- 
ver and curlew. These camping places- 
bring a unique sense of remoteness 
and solitude. Only ono who has act- 
ually seen the wall of darkness around 
a camp Are In the Newfoundland Jun- 
gles and over the tundras can under-, 
stand the tinge of fear that sometimes 
becomes almost appalling In the vast 
solitudes."

shipped, because they were nil needed nt 
home nnd it may bo said that with (he ex- 
ception of cotton the people of Oklahoma 
ent their otvn agricultural products. The 
colion fields Inst year yielded nearly 250,- 
000 bales nnd this year the yield is expec- 
ted to reach 300,000 bales. 

Tho potato crop is aim n money maker, 
two crops being grown on the snuie ground 
each year. The first is harvested the lat- 
ter part of June and brings fancy prices, 
while the second is dug Into in the full nnd 
is kept chiefly for feeding purposes. Poul- 
try is nn important item alfto, nnd Inst 
yenr more than $2,600,000 worth of eggs 
nnd chickens were shipped outside the ter- 
ritory In nil till Ion to those that were used 
at home. 

The diversification of crops is tho best 
kind ijf insurance, because it is impossible 
for them all to f nil the Bamo year. There 
bare. been no crop failures in Oklahoma 
since the settlement of the territory, but 
sometimes the farmers find n narrow mar- 
gin between profit nnd loss on some grains 
or vegetables, nnd it is a lucky thing for 
them to have others to fall back on ns rev 
eaue-produceii. Secretary Wition, who is 
the great apostle of diversified farming, 
finds profound satisfaction in the condition 
of things out here, Not long ago be' told 
me that Oklahoma was an ideal country 
in that respect. The planters of tho south* 
era states would do well to come here and 
study tbe methods Bad learn how wiie it is 
not to put nil of ones eggs in n single bas- 
ket. 

Another great advantage of Oklahoma is 
that the farms are all small. Very few 
families have more than 160 acres. An- 
other is tbat nearly every aero is worked 
by the man who owns it. Unless it be one 
of the Scnndenarian countries, I do not 
think that any pec t ion on earth baa so 
large a percentage of home owners as 
Oklahoma, and seeing the homes today as 
you pass through the territory on tbe rail 
road train or drive about, you would never 
k'lieve that almost every one of them has 
been developed from the dugout, the nod 
hut or the canvas tent within sixteen years 
While there are no splendid mansions in 
the territory, while probably no bouse out 
side of tbe city of Oklahoma is worth more 
than 815,000 or 820,000, the great majority 
of homes are much more comfortable than 
the palace of any king. They cost from 
81,600 upward nnd ate filled with many 
luxuries ns well ns all the comforts that are 
needed. An old-fashioned frontiersman 
was complaining to me of the extravag- 
ance of the people of his section. He snid 
that when he came west his family slept on 
straw ticks and were glad to have a chair 
apiece. A wagon and a plow, an nx and a 
hie were all that was considered necessary. 
But today (he Oklahouina must have a 
sulky plow, a sulky planter, a self-binder, 
a buggy nnd a cnrriage~pd steel kitchen 
range, a bookcase full of book?, iron beud- 
steads with brass trimmings, a mirror as 
well as a woman, a sewing machine with 
five drawB nnd nickel-plated attachments 
for fiifllimv, hemiutng and tucking; a piano 
with a patent rag-time music attachment, 
nnd a daughter who cm quote Emerson 
and piny Schubert nnd Chopin. 

There it a good deal more than sarcasm 
in those remarks. A refined taste . has 
touched the farmlnt- community as well as 
tbe city people, and you find its influence 
everywhere you go. No partof the United 
States has a higher average of culture. 
There is no house into which a newspaper 
does not go, and at most of them the rural 
free delivery carriers leaves oni or more 
magazines at the beginning of each mouth 
Of the three-quarters of a million popula- 
tion only $ per cent ore illiterate. Few 
states in the Union have so high an over- 
ngo of intelligence, and none has a better 
school system or so rich an educational en- 
dowment. The school fund of Oklahoma 
is 83,000,000, and the proceeds are being 
wisely expended. 

There are more than 3,000 schools in the 
territory, and according to the last report 
there were 2,573 schuolbouses, valued at 
81,617,213. Last year 81,206,278 was paid 
out in salaries for teachers, and nearly 
every one of tbe 200,000 children in the 
state was in school. . There is a library in 
almost every town. Mr. Carnegie has been 
generous towards the larger cities, and in 
tbe smaller towns you will find neighbor- 
hood libraries in the ichoolhouses that are 
well patronized and appreciated. 

Oklahoma has twenty-eight daily news- 
papers, 285 weeklies, twenty-tbree month- 
lies and five somi-montbttes . Each seems 
to be well supported. The Oklahoma City 
and Guthrie papers are up to date, with 
telegraph news from all over the world, 
and I do not .know where you can hear 
more Intelligent comments unon tho Russo- 
Japanese complications than among the 
fanners of this section. There is a "board 
of strategy" in every town and village, and 
tho approach of the Baltic fleet towards 
Vladivostok furnished a topic for contro- 
versies moro exciting than have occurred 
in this section since the "aoonpra" wore 
expelled from "the Land of the Fair God," 

Yau will bo surprised ut the church sta- 
tistics. Borne eastern people have a very 
innocent Idea of "the wild, and woolly 
West," and I do not suppose they will be- 
lieve me when I say tbnttho ratio of church 
membership in Oklahoma is higher than it 
is in the New England states. In 1004, 
when the population of tho territory was 
probably about 600,000, the actual mem- 
bership of tbe various churches -was 105,- 
604, and there were, 86,000 scholars in the 
Sunday schools. If you; will make a slight 
mental calculation you will find tbat this is 
a very high proportion, and IE you will 
compare U with, the returns from other 
atates the result will - be surprising. But 
theso figures are no more -surprising than 



may be found In tbe statistics of crime. 
Oklahoma has no penitsutary. She has to 
borrow ono from KansaR, and during tbe 
la«t year ska seat up only 100 convicts, of 
whom seven were women, I doubt If any 
of tho older stales can show a belter pro- 
portion. ' 

On tho 1st of January, 1V05, Oklahoma 
had nearly 6,000 miles of railway, the 
greater part of which bad been constructed 
in four years. Tho revenues for freight 
and passengers collected nt Oklahoma City 
alone for 1001 were 82,751,012. 

The increase of wealth has been quite 
remarkable. Tho farm lands returned for 
taxation in 1000 had an area of 2,875,704 
acres. In 1004 this area had increased to 
8,661,045 acres. The valuation of tho 
different kinds of property increased with 
equal rapidity. The figures are ns follows: 
1000. 1001.

He Was one of those 
uneasy, restless spirits to whom civilization 
is tedious. He was'n natural pionear, and 
loved to sleep on the soil. He was born in 
Indiana in 1836— a farmer's boy— and ns 
soon ns he wns old enough to leave home 
wandered westward and roamed over the 
prairie.

He remained 
there -during the sessions of Congress nnd 
after adjournment each year he would go 
West and stir up the people by organizing 
expeditions nnd invading tbe Indian Ter- 
ritory so that the government would bo 
compelled to use tbe military to bring 
them out. 

"Cap" Payne organized seren of those 
expeditions, nnd on each occasion whs ar- 
rested and tnken before the United States 
court. But he accomplished his purpose, 
which was agitation. He filled the news- 
papers full of Oklahoma nnd "No Man's 
Land," ns a portion of it was called, until 
finally public sentiment and tbe clamor of 
the. home hunters compelled Congreir, to 
act, and tbe territory wasopened in 18S9. 
But "Ole Cap" Puyne, the "king of the 
'tooners'," was condemned to the fate of 
Moses. He wns not allowed to enter the 
promised land. He died before tbe procla- 
mation took effect, but bis memory will be 
perpetuated by the people who now enjoy 
tbe blessings be won for them.
